THEY assert that the 
failures of our and the French 
anti-tank guns could have 
been prophesied, and that 
without doubt the solution 
seems to be in the liberal use 
of high explosives, probably 
in large grenades. 


Food is one of the major 
problems of modern war. 


Here, too, Germany is being 
more scientific than we, for 
instance, in issuing vitamin 
supplements to all children. 
Our authors maintain that for 


‘less than £2,000,000 a year 


every man, woman and child 


[in thig country could be pro- 


vided with a “vitamin biscuit” 


containing enough of the ten 
important minerals to main- 
tain health even if the rest of 
the dict were grossly deficient 
in protective foodstuffs." 


In general, the nation’s food 
policy in this war has not been 
a scientific one. That does not 
mean that scientists have not 
been consulted or that scienti- 
fic ideas have played no part; 
but policy as a whole has been 
a. compromise between the 
idens of the scientists, tradi- 
tion, the views of the-National 
Farmers’ Union, and various 
vested interests. If it had 
been radically scientific, it 
would have posed the problem 
in straightforward terms— 
first, how will, jt be possible to 
ensure to every human: being 
in Britain a diet up to the 
standard which modern 
physiology has discovered to 
be necessary for full energy? 
Secondly, how can we econo- 


“mise to the maximum extent 


(consonant with our foreign 
economic policy) on shipping 
space needed for imported 
food? If the Government had 
thought along these lines, we 
should by now have had a very 
different result, both in the 
pattern of our agriculture and 
the average dict of the people. 


Here are a few of the other 
topics which the book raises.

Camouflage depends on perfectly 
definite principies, which hive 
been very thoroughly studied by 
bivlogists and physiologists. Yet, 
policy and execution « have been 
Jeft almost entirely In the hands 
of civil servants and artists, with, 
it oppeara, some not very satisfac- 
tory results. 


Each of these particular critic- 
isms Is serious cnough. But be- 
hind them 1s something more scrij- 
ous because more general—on un- 
wiliingness to think tn scientific 
terms, a resistance to new ideas, 
a fatlure to apply scientific method 
In the radical and thoroughgoing 
way which Is necessary. There 
are exceptions, For 
science seems to be used admtr- 
ably and fully in all branches of 
aviation, 


But oa grent many scientists are 
not betng employed at all for war 


purposes, and most of the rest are’ 


merely used in advisory commit- 
tees. This means that thelr job 
fs to answer questions that are put 
to them; whereas ony research 
worker knows that the first and 
in some ways most important busi- 
ness of science is to suggest new 
questions, The background of our 
Civil Service Is Hterary, and his- 
torical, and its methods are on the 
whole critical and designed to 
minimise the risk of making mis- 
takes instend of scientific and de- 
signed to achieve results.

THE military mind ts still in 
large measure. traditional instead 
of experimental.

But it is no longer possible to 
succeed by merely relying on 
tradition.

Aircraft Production 


Speculation as to whether Hitier 
will or will not attempt to Invade 
Britain this autumn ts still world- 
wide, but cach day that falls to pro- 
duce what he once called hls “Blltz- 
krieg”, indicates that the constant 
bombing by the R.A.F, of Germany's 
productive and supply centres ts de- 
Nnitely hampering the exccution of 
his plane 

Opinion as to his text move, in 
divided Mr Churchill expressed 
himself as convinced that Germany 
must make an attempt to invade 
now, Some of the mere optimistic 
feel that he has already made an 
attempt but failed, while others de- 
clare that the German Fuehrer 1s 
only uwalting the fulfilment of cer- 
tain plans which promise more hope 
of u successful invasion than the 
high tides and the full moon of a 
few days ayy. On the other hand 
Hitler's attacks on the civilian popu-~ 
lation of Britaln are © somewhat 
costly method of approach. They 
cannot lead to a victory for the Ger- 
mon Alr Force but are, on the con- 
trary, reducing Hitler's — striking 
power very considerably, Germany's 
alr ficet a few weeks ago was con- 
sidered to be numerically stronger 
than that of Britain's but the dally 
high percentage of losses must have 
very considerably lessened whatever 
gap existed. Experience has also 
shown, that the quality of the British 
machine, especially the fighters, ts 
superior. The limitations imposed 
by, the ‘supply of aviation spirit, 
lubricating oll and trained pilots 
also work tn Britain's favour, but 
the most important factor of all In 
aerlal warfare Is the rate of produc- 
tion of new aircraft. 

No secret fs more closely guarded 
thun this, dut it has been calculated 
from facts known that the current 
production of the German and Ita- 
Han aircraft factories cannot be in 
excess of 2,000 acreplanes o month. 
Some expansion could undoubtedly 
be achieved but Germany ond Italy 
will experience great difficulty, haom- 
pered by British bombing, to. in- 
crease thelr output above 3,000 a 
ymonth at any time in the foresceablé 
future. . : 

In aviation circles, British produc- 
tlon is now placed at roughly 1,600 
& month.’ Production {s however, 
expanding fast. and Lord Beaver- 
brook, Minister for Aircraft .Produc- 
tlon, has been able to clear away 
bottlenceks which were Impeding 
the productive cffort.. But this ts 
not the whole of the facts. . Supplies

LEGLESS . 
ACE GOT 
DORNIER 


—Noted Sportsman 

THE legless pilot of a Hurrl- 
cane who shot a Dornier 17 into 
the sea during one of the raids 
on Britain is thirty-year-old 
Squadron-Leader Douglas Bader. 

Stocky, dark-haired, he faced a 
brillinnt career as a fifer and an 
nthlete when he was twenty-one 
years old. 

He was one of our most daring 
stunt aces. At Hendon Air Display 
in-1931 he and Flight-Licutenant H. 
M. Day thrilled the crowds with their 
synchronised uerobatics in two 
Gloster Gumecocks.” 

He played Rugby for the RAF. 
the Combined Services, and Surrey. 
An International cap was within his 
xrasp, He captained Cranwell RAF 
College at cricket, played squash for 
the RAF, boxed, and was a 
promising cross-country runner, 

But ip December 1931 a Bristol 
Bull-dog he was flying crashed from 
a slow roll at Woodley airfield, Rend- 
ing. The engine was torn oul by the 
Impact, 

The rest of the plane ran on for a 
hundred yards, then crumbled Into a 
ball, Douglas Bader, woke up in 
hospital minus both legs. - 


Danced Again 

From that day he set himsclf the 
-umingly impossible task of flying 
ajuuin for the R.A.F, He made up 
his mind that bls artitictal legs were 
jto be no handicap to him, Ue re- 
fused ever to use a atlck. 

He had his car adupted and carned 
a living os representative of an oil 
company to pay for fresh flying 
lessons. Within nine months he was 
in the alr again a fully qualified civil 
pilot, 

Once again he danced, played 
squash, tennis, cricket. He even 
learned golf, a game he had never 
played before. 

In the meantime he kept his hand 
in by fiying as many different types 
of plane as he could, and on the out- 
break of war he re-enlisted with the 
R.A.F. They offered him a_ taxl- 
flying job, but he insisted to the 
medical board that he was At for 
normal duties. 

“He kept at them until they passed 
him," o friend of the family sald. 
“When they posted him to a Aghtcr 
squadron he was the happiest man In 
the world." 

He has already had one minor 
accident. His two metal legs were 
badly bent. An artificer on the 
airfleld straightened them and half 
an hour later he was ijn the air, 

Douglas Bader ts the son of Mrs. 
Hobbes, wife of the Rector of Sprat- 
borough, nenr Doncaster. In 1937 he 
married Miss Olive’ Thelma Exley 
Edwards, whose father holds a post 
aot the Air Ministry.

Cunvicted of explonage, Vincent 
jOswall Peters, 46-year-old former 
Brittsh Merchant Marine Officer, 
Licutenant of the Royal Naval Re- 
serve, Was sentenced to eight years’ 
imprisonment at th Kobe District 
Court on Saturday, 


Peters was arrested on January 17 
when he was about to leave for 
Shanghai aboard the s.s, Talyo Maru. 
He was allegedly a member of the 
foreign spy ring which came under 
Pollce scrutiny fullowing the sus- 
piclon aroused by activities centring 
around the Seamen's Mission. 


The prosecution, which demanded 
a penalty of 10 years’ Imprisonment, 
presented evidence showing that the 
spy ring used a British Blue Funnel 
Ine vexsel for relaying messages be- 
tween Kobe and Hongkong. 


Peters, who arrived tn Japan on 
October 7, 1938, eluimed that he, was

Food is one of the major 
problems of modern war. 


Here, too, Germany is being 
more scientific than we, for 
instance, in issuing vitamin 
supplements to all children. 
Our authors maintain that for 
less than £2,000,000 a year 
every man, woman and child 
in this country could be pro- 
vided with a “vitamin biscuit” 


containing enough of the ten 
important minerals to main- 
tain health even if the rest of 
the dict were grossly deficient 
in protective foodstuffs, 


In general, the nation's food 
policy in this war has not been 
a scientific one, That does not 
mean that scientists have not 
been consulted or that scienti- 
fic {ideas have played no part; 
but policy as a whole has been 
a compromise between the 
ideas of the scientists, tradi- 
tion, the views of the National 
Farmers’ Union, and various 
vested interests. If it had 
been radically scientific, it 
would have posed the problem 
in straightforward terms— 
first, how will it be passible to 
ensure to every human being 
in Britain a diet up to the 
standard which modern 
physiolagy has discovered to 
be necessary for full energy? 
Secondly, how can we econo- 
mise to the maximum extent 
(consonant with our foreign 
economic policy) on shipping 
space needed for imported 
food? If the Government had 
thought along these lines, we 
should by now have had a very 
different result, both in the 
pattern of our agriculture and 
the average diet of the people.

minimise the risk of making mis- 
tnkes instead of scientific and de- 
signed to achleve results,

THE military mind fs siti in 
large measure traditional instend 
of experimental. In general there 
ts an unconsctous resistance, some- 
tlmes in the highest quarters, to 
the idea that science can be useful 
in purely human subjects like pro- 
poganda or morale, and to the use 
of scientific method in the general 
planning of the national effort. 


But it is no longer possible to 
succeed by merely relying on 
tradition. For better or worse, 
the world to-day is a technologi- 
cal world, and that means that 
the war can only be won by the 
utmost possible utllisatlon of 
science, We have splendid sclen- 
tile resources. It is urgently 
necessary that they be fully 
mobillsed ond used In the right 
ways and the right places.

. policy in this war has not been 


n scientific one. That does not 
mean that scientists have not 
been consulted or that scicnti- 
fic ideas have played no part; 
but policy as a whole has been 
a compromise between the 
ideas of the ‘stientists, tradi- 
tion, the views of the National 
Farmers’ Union, and various 
vested {nterests. If it had 
been radically scientific, it 
would have posed the problem 
in straightforward terms— 
first, how will it be possible to 
ensure to every human being 
in Britain a diet up to the 
standard which: modern 
physiology has discovered to 
be necessary for full energy? 
Secondly, how can we econo- 
mise to the maximum extent 
(consonant with our foreign 
economic policy) on shipping 
space needed for imported 
food? If the Government had 
thought along these lines, we 
should by now have had a very 
different result, both in the 
pattern of our agriculture and 
the average diet of the people. 


Here are a few of the other 
topics which the book raises. 
This war is producing new 
types of wounds. Science is 
beginning to think out new 
ways of treating and prevent- 


ing them; but the efforts are 
haphazard and fragmentary, 
not co-ordinated on a large 
scale. 


New ond rapid miniature 
methods enable X-ray photo- 
graphs to be taken for a few 
pence instend of nearly osx many 
shillings, By utising these 
methods, all recruits both for the 
services and for Industry could be 
X-rayed, and so carly dingnosis of 
tuberculosis (and other disenses) 
obtained, This would make not 
only for Inerensed sar eMclency, 
but better national health In the 
future, 


Camoutlnge depends un perfectly 
definite principles, which have 
been very thoroughly studied by 
dlologists and physlologists, Yet, 
policy und execution have been 
left almost entirely fa the hands 
of civil servants and artists, with, 
It appears, some not very salisfac~ 
tory results, 


Each of these particular critics 
Iams ja serious enough. But be- 
hind them ts something enore seri- 
uus because more general—an un- 
willingness fo think in’ scientific 
terms, a resistance to new ideas, 
n fatlure to upply sclentific metros 
in the radical und thoroughgoing 
way which is necessary, There 
are exceptions. For instance, 
aelence seems to: be used admir- 
nbly und fully in all bennches of 
aviation, 


But a great many scientists are 
not belng employed at all for war 
purposes, und most of the rest are 
merely used Jn advisory commit- 
tees. This meann that thelr Job 
{sy to answer questions that ore put 
to them; whereas any research 
worker knows that the first and 
in some ways most Important bust- 
ness of selence Is to suggest new 
questions. The background of our 
Civil Service ts Mterary ond his- 
torical, and its methods are on the 
whole critical nnd designed to 
minimise the risk of making mis- 
tukes Instead of scientific and de- 
slimed to achieve results,

THE military mind ts still in 
large measure traditional instead 
of experimental. In general there 
Is an unconscious resistance, some- 
tines in the highest quarters, to 
the idea that sclence can be useful 
in purely human subjects Uke pro- 
pagaondo or morale, and to the use 
of scientific method in the gencral 
planning of the national effort. 


But it (s no longer possible to 
succeed by merely relying on 
tradition. For better or worse, 
the world to-day is a technologt- 
cal world, and that) means that 
the war can only be won by the 
utmost possible utilisation of 
science. We have splendid scien- 
tifle resources. It ts urgently 
necessary that they be fully 
mobllised and used in the right 
ways and the right places.

certain discrepancies in Mr. Rey- 
nolds’a opening In the Court below 
compared with the one .he had just 
made, and asked that these be men- 
tloned at this stage in fairness to

Remarking that he had no objec- 
tlon, Mr. Reynolds sald: The first 
polnt is that In my opening in the 
Court below I said that os Assa Singh 
seized hold of the gun he saw Nazar 
Singh fall from a chair at the head 
of the bed on to the floor. I now ray 
that he was lying on the floor at that 
time, ‘The second point is that In the 
Court below I mentioned that when 
Assa Singh first saw Man Singh he 
wns standing at the foot of the bed, 
holding a revolver in a firing posi- 
thon. I now say he was In fact some 
fect inside the door. 

Dr, Tomlinson was then called, and 
after describing the positions of the 
wounds, he expressed the opinion 
that both men could not have: been 
standing upright when the shots 
were fired. He found a bullet in the 
brain. 

Witnesa agreed with Mr, D’Almada 
that the wound on the lower part of 
the body was fired from a lower 
level. The shots were fired from 4 
fairly close range—less than five 
yards, and might ‘have been very 
much closer. He found no powder 
burns, but the absence of these was 
no Indication of the dirtance from 
which the shots were fired, except 
that they were not close up to the 
body. The wound on the eye brow 
was the cause of death and if it had 
been the first it would bave knocked 
the man out. If any of the other 
three shots were fired before It. 
there might have been a struggle. 

The revolver alleged to have been 
used by Man Singh was described by 
Sergeant G, J. Perkins, Police Arm- 
ourer, a8 0 38 Specin] Smith Wesson. 
It had recently been fired from four 
chambers, and the expended bullets 
producd could have been fired from 
it. 

Sergeant Franklin, in charge of 
Taipo Police Station, sald he found 
Man Singh a very hard werking man 
and of a superior type of Indian. In 
his opinion, he was very trustworthy 
as far as his work was concerned,
